THE SOUTHERN POLICY. 
A DECISION ARRIVED AT. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., March 21.—Two Cabinet 
meetings were held to-day, the greater portion 
of the time of each being devoted to the con- 
sideration of the Louisiana question. After 
discussing the question in all its bearings, and 
considering all the information that has been 
tfnished the President by the agents of the 
two Governors relative thereto, it was finally 
concluded to send a Commission to New 
Orleans, afd to await its report before dis- 
turbing the present status of affairs there. It 
is reported that there was some difference of 
opinion as to the wisdom of immediately ordering 
the United States troops away from the vicinity 
of the State-House in New Orleans, although 
there was none as to the general details of the 
President's policy, and, after a full consultati 
and a vote, in which Messers. Evarts, Sch 
and Key favored the immediate withdrawal of 
troops, it was the unanimous opinion that the 
Commission plan was the best. This decision 
was reached at the first meeting, and the names 
of some suitable gentlemen were mentioned for 
service on the Com mission. : 

AT THE SECOND MEETING 
it is understood that the organization of the 
Commission and its personne) were considered. 
It was the unanimous desire that Vice-President 
Wheeler should be Chairman, but it is very 
doubtfal if be will serve. His health is not 
good, and he feels a delicacy about scommitting 
himself in regard to any question that may 
come before the Senate. He went to New York 
to-day. Another name called was that of Sen- 
ator David Davis. An invitation was 
given to him this afternoon, but he 
declined to accept. His excuse was 
that of his physical condition, private 
business that has to be attended to, and deli 
cacy about acting on a case which may come be- 
fore him as Senator. 
BX-GOV. BROWN, OF GEORGIA, 

will undoubtedly become a member of the Com- 
miss ion if he will accept, and also Judge E. 
Rockwood Hoar. Other members have not 
been determined upon. 

As far as can be learned the South Carolina 
case was not zully considered, but it is believed 
that it will be acted upon in a few days. and 
that Gov. Chamberlain will be deprived of the 
support of troops in the State House. No 
Commission will probably be sent to that State. 

PERFECTLY CONSISTENT. 

The determination of the President to send a 
Commission of eminent citizens, conservative 
in their political views, to Louisiana, before dis- 
turbing the present status of affairs there, is in 
no sense an abandonment of the policy outlined 
in his inaugural address, as some of the Dem- 
ocrats from Louisiana appear to suppose, nor is 
it in conflict with any pledges or assurances 
which the President has given either before or 
since his inauguration. Every day since he ar- 
rived in Washington the President has been 
visited by the representatives of the rival Gov- 
erpments in Louisiana, and urged to take some 
action in accordance with their respective views.

New OmL sans, March 21.—To-day for the 
first time since Jan. 9 there was a quorum in 
the State-House Senate.

Wasutreron, D. C., March 19.—The little game 
of office-seeking, which has been so industriously 
played here since President Hayes stepped into the 
White House, is both interesting and amusing to a 
simple sojourner who has no interest whatever in 
the result. Everybody, apparently, is engaged in 
the game, from Senators and Representatives, 
Judges of the Supreme Court and members of the 
Cabinet, down to Nasby's bete noir, the saddle- 
colored darkey who wants to be Postmaster at the 
** Confederate XK Roads. ‘To all this vast army of 
place-hunters President Hayes is an enigma. He 
has virtually closed up all the old channels and 
avenues through which offices were wont to flow in 
a steady stream, and the recommendations of Sen- 
ators, Representatives, and party-leaders, who 
have heretofore appropriated the Federal 
patronage of their districts as 4 matter of 
conceded right, are of no more value to 
their interested constituents than the recommenda- 
tions of any other citizens. Civil-Service Reform 
has been invoked to good effect, and it is highly 
amusing to listen to the anathemas that are heaped 
upon the enforcement of that policy which, when 
enunciated im the party platform, was so enthu- 
siastically applauded. While the defeated party 
wire-pullers, who expected fat offices asa reward 
for their zeal in the party’s behalf, are full of 
chagrin and yenom, that better class of citizens, 
who have the best interests of the country at heart, 
look on approvingly at the working of the new pro- 
gramme, praying that the President may have 
strength and backbone to withstand the pressure 
that he is being subjected to, and go on in the good 
work so auspiciously commenced.

Some surprise has been manifested at the large 
number of appointments made by the President 
last week, and the inference is that this is contrary 
to Civil-Service Reform. it will be noticed, how- 
ever, that by far the largest part of these appoint- 
ments are to fill vacancies occasioned by the ex- 
piration of terms of office, and that many of them 
are reappointments. On one day a hunared names 
were sent to the Senate for confirmation. There 
are many more such to be filled very shortly. When 
Grant was first elected a retty clean sweep was 
made among the Federal office-holdere, especially 
of those appointed by Andy Johnson. e new set 
were appointed for four years, and when this term 
expired, Grant renewed the appointments or made 
new ones.

Our course was northwestward, and immediately 
we began to ascend and descend hills, which has 
been the character of the route most of the way 
until 

THE CHEYENNE RIVER 

was reached, with a little more of descent than as- 
cent, for, contrary’ to general opinion, the Dead- 
wood district Slack Hills are lower by several hun- 
dred feet than Cheyenne. Our Johnny proved 
to be a genial, gentiemanly fellow, who did his 
best to make my ride pleasant, with occasional at- 
tempts to harrow up my feelings by blood-curdling 
Stories of hair-breadth escapes from hostiles, run- 
aways, and upsettings.

President Harzs 
and his advisers want to protect the poor, 
oppressed black people, and not the 
rapacious officeholders at the expense of the 
colored race, and to that end propose to try 
a different policy. This policy has only 
been declared in a general way, and how it 
may be applied specifically in the cases of 
Louisiana and South Carolina has not yet 
been determined upon; but Tue TAI UNA is 
at least willing to await the announcement 
before it opposes, and is almost willing to 
try any other policy than the one which has 
so signally failed. If Pacxanp and his 
friends have one to suggest, they should give 
the President the benefit thereof. 


THE THREAT OF PARTY REVOLT. 

The latest development in a political way 
is the reported alliance—aggressive and de- 
fensive—by some twelve or fourteen South- 
ern Republican members of the House of 
Representatives to oppose and defeat the 
President's Southern policy; a like alliance 
is reported to be under consideration by the 
Southern Republicans in the Senate. These 
alleged combinations are, it 1s said, intended 
to control the action of both Houses, the 
numerical strength of parties being so nearly 
equal that a faction may defeat the majority. 
Of course, a faction of Republicans in either 
House must be powerless of itself; to exer- 
cise any control it must have the co-opera- 
tion of the whole Democratic vote. The 
issue made by these factionists is the perpet- 
uation at the South of Governments main- 
tained by Federal arms as distinguished from 
purely civil Governments maintained by the 
people governed. We question whether on 
this isssue these Republican implacables can 
count upon any very enthusiastic Democratic 
¢o-operation. There may be a faction of ex- 
tremists in the Democratic party who would 
prefer to have all the Southern States placed 
under military control, in order to have a 
grievance,” and to have acharge of “ des- 
potism against the Republicans; but we do 
not think that among even that Bourbon fac- 
tion there can be many who will place them- 
selves on record as demanding the restora- 
tion of military Government in any South- 
ern State after the President shall have se- 
cured peaceful civil Governments in all of 
them. 

It may be that there is an expectation that 
this revolt by a portion of the Southern Re- 
publicans will be joined by Republicans at 
the North, and that the union of the two 
wings of the implacables will be able to co- 
erce the President into an abandonment of 
his policy and return to the use of military 
force. Any expectation of this kind must prove 
fallacious. The country is tired of war and 
violence. It demands peace and concord, 
and it will sustain the President in any 
statesmanlike measures he may adopt to put 
an end to the strife which has prevailed at 
the South. No representative of a Northern 
constituency can place himself in opposition 
to the President on such an issue as that 
without knowing that he will be repudiated 
by the people at the first election at which 
he can be reached. It should be remem- 
bered that, at the first sign of an organiza- 
tion to oppose the conciliation policy of the 
President, the whole South will become a 
unit in his defense, and every sensible, hon- 
est man at the Norih, outside of the disap- 
pointed ‘bulldozers, will promptly support 
the President. It needs only an organiza- 
tion by these implacables for the purpose of 
breaking down the President to arouse the 
whole country to his support, and, for every 
ultra who opposes the President in the policy 
of pacification, there will be a hundred mod- 
erates that will give him a hearty support. 


MUNICIPAL DEBTS IN ILLINOIS. 

Senator WHITING, in proposing a resolution 
for a joint committee of the Legislature to 
consider the best means of aiding the munic- 
ipalities of Illinois m meeting and paying 
their bonded debts, furnished some 
valuable information bearing on that sub- 
ject. The railroad-aid debt amounts in 
round numbers to $16,000,000, and is owed 
by $5 counties, 227 townships, 16 cities, and 
26 incorporated towns. But there are other 
debts, and the total debts in 1869 were as

Mr. Warrpye estimates that since 1869 
these debts have increased to an aggregate of 
$45,000,000. It is probable that this isa 
low estimate. These debts bear an interest 
ranging from 6 to 10 per cent, or an average 
of 8 per cent; and, afterpointing out the im- 
probability of securing any provision for 
direct aid from the State, Mr. Wurrine sug- 
gests a plan by which, without the necessity 
of a constitutional amendment, much may 
be done to relieve the municipalities. His 
plan is: 
1. Localities and their bondholders to fund their 
present indebtedness by new and uniform bonds 


on long time, say, fifty years at 5 per cent interest. 
2. The State to register and countersign these 
bonds, and manage, through State machinery, to 
levy and collect from each locality sufficient to 
meet their interest obligations, together with 2 per 
cent more to be used as a sinking fund. 
3. The State to discontinue her agency to all 


case the State, acting in behalf of both par- 
ties, shall annually assess upon such munici- 
pality and collect a sum equal to 7 per cent 
of the debt,—5 per cent to be applied to the 
payment of interest, and 2 per cent to the 
principal of the bonds. 

There certainly can be no objection to an 
arrangement of this kind. The proposition 
is in no wise compulsory. At present, taxa- 
tion to pay the interest and principal of 
these debts is voluntary with the municipal- 
ities. They may or may not levy or collect 
the tax. The State offers that if the cred- 
itors will surrender the outstanding bonds, 
some of which will soon mature, and accept 
a 5 per cent bond, having fifty years to 
run, it will undertake to levy and collect a 
tax, with the State taxes, equal to the pay- 
ment of the annual interest and 2 per cent 
of the principal, and pay the same to the 
creditors. The offer is mutually advan- 
tageous to debtor and creditor. The debtor 
will be able, out of a tax less than he is now 
paying for interest alone, to pay both prin- 
cipal and interest ; and the creditor will have 
an assurance that he will get his interest and 
his principal,—an assurance which, owing to 
the necessities of the people, he does not 
now possess. 

Taking the whole debt to be $45,000,000, 
the annual interest thereon averaging 8 per 
cent, the difference between the proposed 
and the existing arrangement will be: 

Debt 


$45, 000, 000 at 8 per cent 
5, 000, 000 at 5 per cent 


Annual saving of interest 
000, 000 at 2 per cent. 


Annual saving in interest, including 
2 per cent principal. $ 450,000 

These debts now require an annual tax of 
$3,600,000. Under the new scheme the an- 
nual tax for interest and 2 per cent of the 
principal will be $3,150,000,—a saving of 
$450,000, besides a reduction of $900,000 of 
the principal. As the principal is paid off, 
the annual tax for interest will be propor- 
tionately reduced. 

It is to be hoped that an intelligent Com- 
mission will be appointed by the Legislature 
to consider this scheme and mature a law on 
this subject that will commend itself to the 
approval of the municipalities and their 
creditors. This debt oppresses these towns 
most disastrously, and the danger of default 
in interest is already urged by local dema- 
gogues. 


In an article published in Tun Trarsuns of 
yesterday we gave a shortsketch of the fright- 
ful demoralization that prevails among the 
emancipated serfs of Russia, as described in the 
English papers. Idleness, drunkenness, thiev- 
ery, and sexual promiscuity are almost univer- 
sal,and these vices have reduced the agricul- 
tural districts to a condition which is scarcely 
self-supporting. The value to America of 
this exhibit, which is made after a thorough 
investigation by a Government Commission, 
is in teaching us that, however embarrassing 
the negro question has been politically, we 
have escaped many of the most serious con- 
sequences of a sudden and universal emanci- 
pation of a ‘whole race of people that had 
been accustomed to servitude and depend- 
ence through many generations. The dif- 
ference between the American and Rus- 
sian experience is highly creditable to the 
American negroes, and shows the latter to 
be a more docile, teachable, and weil-dispos- 
ed people than the Russian serfs. But, in 
addition to this, it is evident that there were 
other favorable eonditions in this country 
which have helped to avert the Russian dis- 
asters. To begin with, Russia emancipated 
about 30,000,000 serfs, or more than seven 
times the number of emancipated slaves in 
the United States. There was also a sort of 
colonization or grouping together of the 
Russian serfs, inasmuch as their lands were 
divided up among them and they were sep- 
arated into commune villages, with the right 
of self-government even to the choice of all 
their officials and priests ; but there was »o 
commingling of the superior classes. The 
serfs had previously lived apart 
| from the land-owners and their mas- 

ters, but they had been under the 
restraint of officials and overseers put over 
them. When this restraint was taken away, 
and the dread of the lash and other direct 
and certain punishment had disappeared, 
they were left in their ignorance to develop 
all the bad and idle passions of a degraded 
race, and with no example or influence in 
their midst to arrest these tendencies and 
encourage industry by emulation. It is 
evident from a comparison of the two ex- 
periences that the emancipated slaves of the 
United States have been the better for the 
presence among them of their former mas- 
ters, notwithstanding the political complica- 
tions, the Ku-Kluxing, and the bulldozing 
that have disturbed the South. The Russian 
serfs have enjoyed absolute self-government 
as to their local affairs, and were given a hut, 
a patch of land, and some cattle to start out 
on their new life; and yet they have retro- 
graded and degraded, while the blacks of this 
country have progressed and improved to 
some extent.

Ib was just 
such a test of Southern conservatives as he 
had made of Northern Republicans with 
Key, and itis but justice to say that the 
most of the Reconcilables have stood the 
test. Even the Whig has got Mr. Dovczass 
half down, and, if it will but shut its eyes 
and make an honest effort, Mr. Dovanass 
will go all the way down. 

One trouble with the Whig is that its 
basis of action is all wrong.

A SNOW WAR. 
INCIPIENT RIOT ON TWENTY-SECOND STREET. 
There has been considerable ill-feeling existing 
for a long time between the South Side Street-Car 
Company and the residents of Twenty-second 
street, between State street and Indiana avenue, 
and yesterday it showed itself in a way that nearly 
caused a riot. It is only two well known there 
was a heavy snow-storm Tuesday, day and night. 
The City Railway Company ran its snow-plows at 
short intervals until after the storm ceased, and 
yesterday morning Twenty-second, which, by the 
way, is a very narrow street, was adorned within 
the limits above mentioned, where it is traversed 
by car-tracks, with two huge ramparts of snow, 
in some places nearly six feet high. These banks 
of snow had been chiefly thrown up by the Com- 
pany in clearing its tracks and utterly prevented 
any horse or vehicle from getting near the side- 
walk, hindering customers at any of the stores, 
and also interfering with the delivery of goods. 
Then the storekeepers rose in their wrath, hired 
innumerable small boys, and had the snow shov- 
eled back on the car-tracks. The street was soon 
filled with cars, and it was fully half an hour be- 
fore they could get through. Snow-plows with 
six horses were put on, but as soon as they cleared 
the tracks the bo filled them ap again.

As awhole, the system of assessing p in 
Cook County is a snare and a fraud. and, p ced 
in any other of the world, would be upset by 
revo.ution, i latures could not be induced to 
abolish it. For any new man it is an impossibilit 
to make in any of the towns of Chicago a just an 
equitable assesement within two months, the time 

owed by law. 

Now. allow me a few words yet about my ex- 
perience in assessing personal property. Blanks 
were left at all places Where taxable personal 
property was presumed to be, except the owners 
wanted the assessment to be made by the assistant 
on the spot. A t many made their returns, 
but, checking oft u great many were found mise 
ing. Why were not Parties on 
whom I had tocall told me that they had received the 
same kind of blanks the year before and had made 
their return. Their neighbors were served at the 
save time, made no return, and, as nobody ever 
called on them, were not assessed at all. great 
many may have ho that the same practice 
would prevail under Mr. Dyer, and those are now 
among the grumblers. 

Considering the whole system a fraud, I would 
not engage in it any more, no matter what compen- 
sation should be offered, but if the North Town 
citizens are really in earnest to elect honest and 
capable men for town officers, it would be better 
po os 75 re-elect Mr. Clarence Dyer in spite of the 
grumblers. provided he is willing to serve, than to 
re-elect a Collector, no matter how faithfully he 
acted. The office of Assessor requires honesty 
with experience, the other only general business 
capacity backed by the necessary bondsmen.

THE COURT-HOUSE. 
THE NEXT MOVE IN THE GAME. 

The struggle for supremacy and vantage-ground 
among the contractors on the new Court-House is 
growing more interesting every day, but most at- 
tention is attracted by Edwin walker, who is seek- 
ing to have his contract for the cut-stone work so 
amended that be can be paid on quarry estimates. 
It will be remembered that early in the Court 
House strife the County Board resolved, to kill off 
certain bdders, that the contract for stone should 
not be let to any one who could not give as security 
to the county, in addition to the usuai 
bond, a first-mortgage on the quarry 
from which the stone was to be taken. This 
dodge led to Walker's success, but not at the figures 
he had calculated on, for he was forced to reduce 
his bid over$100,000. As goon as the contract 
was awarded him it appeared all at once that a 

rtgage on his quarry would not be necessary, 
from the fact that he made known his inability 
to give one. In lieu of a mortgage the Board ac- 
cepted a lease of the quarry, which in doliars and 
cents is not worth as much to the county in the way 
of security as the paper would be upon which it is 
written. Next came the drawing of the contract 
and the approval of the bond, which was but the 
work ofa few moments. The value of the bond 
was remarked upon at the time, as 
also were the many phases of the whole transaction, 
leaving nothing more to be added under this head.

Now 
what a man was to do was to give up - 
ing to save himeelf,—to renounce himself and 
trust Jesus. When was a man in Christ Jesus! 
When he took his place as a sinner, believed Jesus 
died for him, and exercised faith in Him as a 
Savior. Noone would ever think of Noah caving, 
‘* Well, Idon’t know that I'm going to be saved. 
I'll wait and see how this thing turns out, and then 
Ilitell you. No, hie faith in God's promises was 
supreme, and he knew by faith that he would be 
saved. When & man felt that there was no con- 
demnation, he would want to walk after the spint, 
consecrate himself to God, and preserve his body a 
sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto Him.
